With the British Army iu France, April 4.—The German of¬ 
fensive continued to mark time last night, and up to 10 o'clock this 
morning no move of importance had been reported. 

It rained in torrents daring the night and to-day the sky still is 
heavily overcast. It is the kind of weather which renders the shell- 
torn fields of the Somme region most difficult to work over, and for 
this reason the British are not displeased at the change. 

London, April 4.—There was little activity in the battle area In 
France last night with the exception of hostile artillery firs at various 
points, the War Office announced to-day. A few prisoners weits< 
taken by British patrols.

robberies in Berlin average much more 
I than 300 daily and great alarm has 
been caused In the Oerman capital by 
the sensational increase in crime re¬ 
sulting from war conditions. 

In an interview in The Berliner Tag*- 
blatt on March 10, a copy of which 
has reached New York, the director of a 
large insurance company, said that 300 
burglaries and robberies were reported 
daily to the Insurance companies. Bui 
the actual number, he said, was much 
higher, as many households and stores 
were not Insured against this class of 
crims. 

Many of tho thefts are committed by 
deserters from the army, while there 
■ Iso are burglar bands composed of 
former convicts and deserters.

London, April 4.—The force* In the 
Punjab, India, are successfully carry¬ 
ing punitive operations against the 
Muni tribesmen, who have been driven 
back Into the hills and now are carry- 
lug out only raiding exploits, says a 
communication Issued ry the India 
< *flk»\ The communication follows: 

"Punltlvo operations against the 
Mania continue satisfactorily. With 
the advance of our troops In the Marti 
country, the Mania have retired fur¬ 
ther Into the hills. They are offering 
no organised resistance, but are con¬ 
fining. theroselvcN to their traditional 
tactics of sending out Isolated raiding 
parties to harry defenceless villages, 
loot hunnla (Hindu merchant shops) 
and lift camels and cattle. 

“The most serious of their raids was 
an attack on a goods train near Fabar 
Karh, in which one European and six 
Indians were killed and three Indians 
Mounded. Under the gradual pressure 
of our jrqpjiiv however, the tribes harp 
begun to show* distinct signs of con¬ 
templating surrender. Practically all 
sections of the Khotran tribe already 
have tendered their unconditional sub¬ 
mission through their chief.**

Important Announcement to All 

EXEMPTED MEN 

and to the Public Generally - 

* ( * 1 - 1 - ' V 

I - N dealing with the very large 
number of claims for exemption 
brought forward for consideration 

—- in connection with Class 1 under 

the Military Service Act, it has occurred, 
as was inevitable, that as a result of false 

statements and difficulties put in the way of inves¬ 
tigation, some individuals have secured exemption 
whose proper place is in the Army. 

It is not the intention of the Government to allow 
these men to evade permanently their obligation to 
bear their part in the military defence of the Coun¬ 
try and of the ideals for which we are fighting. To 
do so would defeat the purpose of the Act, and 
cause grave injustice to men in the second class 
necessarily called out to fill their places. 

Exemption Granted on Fake Grounds 

It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all 
exemptions granted to date in order to separate 
those which have been granted on false or insuffi¬ 
cient grounds from those that are well founded. 

With this object in view the various Registrars un¬ 
der the Military Service Act have been instructed 
to issue a series of questionnaires to exempted men. 
These questionnaires must be filled up correctly 
and returned promptly under penalty of forfeiture 
of exemption for failure to do so. 

Exempted Men Who Have Changed Address 

It is therefore important in their own interest that 
all exempted men who have changed their address 
since their exemption was granted and who have 
not already notified the Registrar of such change 
should notify him at once. Under the Regulations 
it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Regis¬ 
trar advised of any change of address, and failure 
to receive the questionnaire by reason of neglect of 
this duty must be treated as equivalent to failure to 
return the questionnaire after receipt* 5 


.. G tixnu Urged to Assist 

In many instances information has been furnished 
by members of the public which has led to the can¬ 
cellation of exemptions obtained by false or mislead¬ 
ing statements. Further co-operation of this char¬ 
acter is invited. The Government regard it as the 
Duty of all loyal citizens, not only to the Country, 
but to the men at the front, to qpsist in this way 
in securing reinforcements on a just and legal 
basis Correspondence of this character will be 
treated as strictly confidential and will receive the 
fullest investigation.

Is thts fact or fiction? 

In the copper situation the most 
striking fact Is that practically all of 
this mineral is produced by the na¬ 
tions included among tha Hntente 
Allies, by nations friendly to them, or 
by nations that the blockade definitely j 
cuts off from communication with the i 
Central Power*. 

' In 1911 the entire copper output of 
the world was 1.005.978 metric tons. 
Of this total the United States alone 
[ produced 655.990. or more than one- 
half. Japan, with 78,152 metric tons, 
was the next largest single producer.

In those four years the produc¬ 
tion In the United States had jumped 
from 666.900 to 164,670 tons; that of 
Japan from 78.162 to 124,806; Canada, 
from 84,880 to 60.861. In countries 
friendly to the Allies there was the 
same great Increase: Chill mined 
89,434 tons In lilt, 75.345 In 1817; and 
in the same space of time Peru’s out¬ 
put went from 26,487 tons to 46,620. 

| It lx estimated that Germany wax able 
to Intensify in workings of her mine* 
so that In 1917 she had a total produc¬ 
tion of 45,000 tons. 

Thus It Is apparent that in 1917 the 
nations belonging to the Rntente 
Allies produced within their own bor¬ 
ders more than 1,000,000 tons of cop¬ 
per, and that they had free access to 
a work! market which had for sale an 
additional production of more than a 
quarter of a million tons. That this 
million and a quarter tons did not 
satisfy the demand made abnormal by 
a world war la shown by the fact that, 
althtmgh the had Increased 

more than 40 per cent. In four years 
(sn output that, so far as the Entente 
Allies were concerned, wss made even 
greater since the cessation of the all* 
nual exportation to Germany of more 
than 200,000 tons), the price has con¬ 
stantly mounted. 

It ha* already been pointed out that 
Germany's normal consumption In 
pence times was approximately 89 0, 90 0 
tons a year. What has she had to 
draw on to meet the abnormal* de¬ 
mands of wartimes? 

At the outbreak of the war. It may 
be assumed, the Industries Importing

To this must be added the supply of 
copper and brass that has been ob¬ 
tained os the war has pro g ressed, toy 
stripping the < upi+d portions of Bel- 
glum. France, Serbia. Roumanla and 
Russia; also sutfh of the metal as has 
been contributed from within Germany 
and Austria themselves. We have 
read of tin roofs being substituted for 
copper roofs. In all probability Iron 
wire has taken- the place of the cop- 
I>er formerly used by trolley and tele¬ 
phone companies. Church bells have 
been taken; hardware, kitchen utensils 
and that Infinite variety of things 
made of copper and brass which have 
been used to a larger extent In Ger¬ 
many and Austria than in other coun¬ 
tries. What the metal so obtained 
amounts to It would be Impossible to 
estimate; but that It Is far from satis¬ 
fying Germany’s demand for copper 
l* plainly Indicated by the fact that 
lrreplaceble relics have been consign¬ 
ed to the smelteries. 

Then add to this fixed supply of 
copper the annual output from th© 
mines of Germany. This Is estimated 
to have been 30.4*0 tons tn 1916. 35.000 
tn 1918. 45.000 In 1916 and 45,0*0 In 
1917. Thu total foots up to 156,480 
tons for the four years, or less than 
one-fifth of ih© production In the 
United States for the single year 1917. 

During the years 1914 and 1915 there 
was a very large Increase In the ex- 
! ports to Italy, Norway and Sweden 
from copperfltlds controlled by the 
Entente. It was much In excess of 
the normal local consumption, and It 
Is to be presumed that a considerable 
part of It got through to the Central 
Powers. — — . .. — 

In endeavoring to astlmate (he total 
aupply of copper that b y spy po—u.iu 
tEy ma y have reached Germany, revlt-_ 
ontng should be made of the- output of 
Norway and Sweden. Authentic 
figures show that Norway. In 1814* 
produced 1,860 tons, and In 1915 It pro¬ 
duced 2.S16. It Is estimated' that this 
was Increased In 1916 to 8,500 and In 
1917 to 4,000. Authentic'figures show 
that Sweden In 1914 produced 4.692 
tons and in 1916 the amount was 4.999. 

It Is ©trtimated that this was increaoeo 
in 1914 to 6,600 and In 1917 to 6.000. 

If Germany could have got during »ty 
last four years the entire Scandinavian 
output (which is Inconcalvable) sha 
would have got. a total of 62,127 tons. 

It Germany can make good her In¬ 
road into Russia. If she can extend 
her authority over vast territories be¬ 
yond anything that she has yet ac¬ 
complished In that tremendous coun¬ 
try, It may fie that she can add to her 
supply the copper output of Russia. 

In the last year of world peace this 
amounted to 24.216 tons. Since then, 
through the Industrial disorganisation 
of Russia, It has steadily decreased, 
until It has become leas than -one-half. 

The 1917 output Is estimated at 16,009 
tons. _

source of espper supply beyond those 
Jusl enumerated..

Following another 
night's .sleep on the matter M ayor 
Todd had arrived at the conclusion 
thnt he would split the difference be¬ 
tween the City Council's view and his 
own. But despite the fact that the 
fiscal agents had Insisted upon a forty- 
five million dollar rololmyrn he was | 
not ready to agreo that (he matter of 
assessment was so vital as it had been 
"cracked up to be.” 

On the other hand the Mayor inclin¬ 
ed to the appointment of an Indepen¬ 
dent -Court of HavAsUm.■ .*U». act. as, 4. 
Board of Equalisation, the personnel of 
which should be entirely Independent 
of the Aldermanlc Board: J Rather did 
the Mayor prefer that the members of 
such a Board be selected by a Judge of 
- the Supreme or County Court, while 
eligibility to Ml thereon would natur¬ 
ally be determined by the system 
adopted for its operation. - 
Wanting Speed. 

Alderman Andros, as one of the City 
Council, the whol^ of whose members 
hold different viewa to those of His 
Worship, was not sure as to whether 
he possessed authority to say that a 
compromise would be acceptable to his 
Mkemlnded confreres. Personally, 
however, he would do anything reason¬ 
able in order that some speed might be 
put behind the Bill. But If the Pri¬ 
vate Bills Committee Insisted upon a 
complete Council endorsement then ho 
was hetplass from the point of view of 
the unanimous aldermanlc. stand on 
HU matter. 

John Dean still persisted in the need 
of referring the question to a referen¬ 
dum. and again advanced the view 
that there should be general reduction, 
general discount and above all a gen¬ 
eral extension of time for the payment 
of tax arrears. 

Why Hurry? 

Alderman Bargent said that after all 
It was still a matter of guesswork as 
to the amount that would be needed 
for a margin In' which to bring about 
the equalisation, and Secretary White- 
side agreed with him tlpit only a re¬ 
assessment would provide the proof. 
Mr. Wolfenden concurred that only by 
reassessment was equalisation pos¬ 
sible. John Dean said the r e a s e es* - 


ment waa all very well but why advo¬ 
cate it at a time when the city waa "at 
Ita lowest ebb.” C. T. Cross waa 
averse to seeing the assessed value 
drop, since the value of public Im¬ 
provements amounted to twenty-one 
ml 11 Iona alone—practically half _ the 
whola assessment One gentleman 
present, however, could not bring him¬ 
self to value them at twenty-one pil¬ 
lions—about twelve was actual value 
and the rest Inflated extravagance, he 
opined. 

Before adjourning It was decided 
that the Private Bills* Committee 
should discuss the matter and decide 
as to whether there should be a new 
assessment or an arbitrary figure. 
That decision would be reported to the 
Legislature. The general balance of 
opinion , was concurrence In - the 
Mayor's idea of splitting the difference 
for the fixed amount aa between Jorty 
and forty-one millions and forty-four 
and forty-five millions.
